“I should like to say that the trend 
of the times in which we live should 
favorably impress upon us the need 
of trying to be unanimous in all 
essential matters and in presenting | 
a united front to the common dan- 
gers which beset us.

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
Wednesday that “the fact we are 
at war will not occasion the 
slightest interference with your 
enjoyment and freedom.” 

Visitors would receive the full 
premium on their money, the prime 
minister wrote in an official invita- 
tion to “the citizens of the United 
States” to visit the Dominion in 
141, 

“The American dollars which you 
leave behind will be used by the 
government of Canada for pur- 
chases to be made in the United 
States,” he continued, “These pur- 
chases will be used for the defence 
of the ideals of freedom and justice 
which we hold in common.” 


THROUGH TRAVEL BUREAU 
The invitation was issued through

sage follows:

Up to this week, the people of the British 
Empire have expressed their belief in an 
ultimate British victory and have been able 
to substantiate that belief with faith. 

Today they are able to express their be- 
lief in a British victory and substantiate that 
belief with facts. 

When Belgium, Holland, Norway, Poland 
and Denmark fell, military experts believed 
the British army could not avoid extinction 
on the continent. They said only a miracle 
could save it. 

That miracle happened —the miracle of 
Dunkerque. 

When France surrendered, the best mili- 
tary intelligence was agreed that Britain was 
in grave danger. They said that only a 
miracle could keep Britain intact once Hitler 
turned his full air violence upon her 

Another miracle happened — that miracle 
of gallantry and fortitude that enabled Lon- 
don to stand up under the terrific bombard- 
ments of September 7 to 15. 

At no time up to the present has the 
situation been entirely reassuring from a 
military standpoint. Our confidence in vic- 
tory has been based on faith alone. 

Today it is possible to sit down and show 
in black and white, according to the best 
military tradition, just how Hitler has vir- 
tually committed suicide by his adventure 
in the Balkans and how the tide has turned 
so that Britain, given full civilian assistance 
throughout the Empire, can slowly but 
surely decimate the Nazi war machine. 

For the first time since the beginning of 
the war, military strategists and faith have 
both been able to promise victory.

There is abundant evidence today that 
Britain has succeeded in drawing Hitler into 
a major engagement in the Near East. There 
is reason to believe that heavy British rein- 
forcements may have gone into Grecian ter- 
ritory. This can only mean that Greece is 
going to stand by her guns and that Turkey 
is ready to support her when Hitler ad- 
vances, 

The plain fact is that the Germans cannot 
stand this dispersal of their forces. They 
cannot possibly afford a two-front war. 
Even though they should enjoy a few vic- 
tories in this area, they will have to ease up 
on the offensive against Britain while 
Britain, thus relieved, grows stronger and 
stronger, not only in defensive power, but 
in the capacity for offense both in the Near 
East and in the Nazi-dominated continent of 
Europe.

Mr. Robey'’s Report 

The excerpts published by “The 
New York Times” on Feb. 22 from 
Mr, Ralph Robey’s report on six 
hundred school text-books, prepar- 
ed originally for the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, do not 
seem to me to substantiate the im- 
plicit charge that the textbooks are 
“derogatory of the Americen form 
of government.” They seem to me 
rather to indicate that there is still 
a free, inquiring, critical mind in 
this country and among its text- 
book writers. 

Certainly business practices come 
in for a good deai of criticism. Why 
shouldn't they? The question Is not 
whether the textbooks criticize busi- 
ness practices but whether their 
criticisms are well founded and well 
argued. I think Mr. Feief’s descrip- 
tion of the technique of advertis- 
ing as quoted in “The Times” from 
his “Blements of Bconomics” is 
largely correct. And with the world 
in a full state of revolution it is 
certainly necessary to inquire into 
the causes and raise the question of 
whether we use wealth, money and 
credit as productively for society as 
we could. 

Many of the economic views ex- 
pressed in these quoted 
are highly conservative, compared 
to the social and economic views 
of certain people who have the ear 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. And—from the other side 
—although I am no partisan of Har- 
old Rugg, I should certainly prefer 
to learn social sciences from him 
rather than from, for instance, Mr. 
George Sokolsky. For I fear that 
Mr. George Sokolsky's views would, 
if put into practice, lead us straight 
into a far more revolutionary con- 
dition of affairs than Mr. Rugg's 
ever will,

constitute an indorsement of the 
present status of our education.

But their edu- 
cation has given them neither a 
personal nor a social philosophy 
They haven't any point in their 
minds from which they look about 
them and to which they refer what 
they see. Most of our modern 
thinking has this febrile quality of 
intellectuality without foundations; 
of brilliance without intelligence, 
of knowledge without sense 

. . + 

This is what makes it so easy for 
them to be liberals one moment and 
“progressives” the next, and to sail 
from either point into an apologia 
for Fascism or for Communism. The 
lend of it all is Nihilism, They don't 
know what they believe in, and, in- 
deed, they are encouraged to think 
that to believe in anything at ali 
is somehow “narrow-minded,” as 
though the mind were something in- 
discriminately open to every plaus- 
ible idea and was not an organ for 
constant precise selection, choice, 
association, synthesis 

. . . 


They are asked, or ask themselves, 
every question except a few of the 
really important ones, such as 
“What, in the light of history, have 
been happy and creative societies?” 
Indeed, contempt for the past, char- 
acteristic of modern ‘life, must be 
the result of education, although 
knowledge of the past and respect 
for its accumulations are all that 
we have—plus imagination—to help 
us chart any sort of future. 

Tell a college student that he 
can learn more regarding the real 
nature of Fascism and its causes 
from Aristotle than he can from 
most modern writers on the theme 
and he gapes in astonishment, for 
that great, clear, free mind lived a 
couple of thousand years ago before 
there were streamlined trains, and 
thus inferentially has nothing to say 
to the human mind and soul today 
j about the essentials, in content and 
structure, of a good society. 

Our students admire Lincoln be- 
cause they have been taught that 
he sought to make a larger and 
more social democracy, which is cor- 
rect, but they do not drink at the 
same spring from which Lincoln 
drank—namely the Bible, from the 
| wisdom of the great prophets and 
the inspired Gospels 

The hatred and distrust of intel- 
lectuals by the common people, 
| Which is frighteningly characteris- 
tic of our times, probably, has its 
roots in the fact that though the 
intellectuals know more about how 
people live in terms of calories, units

SPIRITUALLY UNPREPARED 

As observer, watching the 
grim steamroller of war roll toward 
and over the Scandinavians, it 
seemed to me that these people 
were spiritually unprepared for the 
dangerous life which an era of 
revolution imposes, whether you 
like it or not. The dangerous: life 
lay in their distant past. They had 
made a fetish of material progress, 
or a high standard of living, a la 
Calvin Coolidge and most Ameri- 
cans of his epoch. Even more than 
in the matter of weapons, they 
were psychologically 
for self-defense 
Norwegians could not react swiftly, 
close up their ranks in time 
Their peasants and sailors wanted 
to fight M of their 
collar class, at least in Oslo, did not 
seem to know how 

Today there can be no question 
about what Norwegians of 
classes would do and want 
But today it is too late 
the record stands that 
wegians fought and so 
long as there was any possibility. 
They were those who were 
equipped to fight, those who were 
not betrayed, and those who under- 
stood the issue from the very be- 
ginning. These are the men who 
will lead the battle, another day, 
for Norwegian freedom 

When I think of Sweden, I can 
think of few things to make me 
happy. I think Sweden and I 
understand 1.

Had Norway and Sweden taken 
the bold course of Scandinavian 
unity, the bolshevist bugaboo 
would have been exploded, allied 
troops would have been located 
where Hitler could not have con- 
quered Norway in a single blow

and Belgium would necessarily 
have been postponed — quite 
possibly France would remain 
unconquered today, and most of 
Scandinavia, in all probability, 
would still be free.

Certainly the whole 
course of Europe's fight for free- 
dom would have been changed. 


In Sweden there were a great 
many, beginning with the royal 
family, who had a horror of com- 
bat above almost anything else. 
Swedish industrialists and bankers 


influence insisted that 
must never fight unless they were 
attacked. They must never fight, 
except on their own soil. They 
must not lose their heads over the 
sufferings of their next door neigh- 
bors. So the Swedes kept their 
heads—and what have they gained? 


SWEDES SURROUNDED 


The policy of neutrality at all 
costs, of material aid and “every- 
thing short of war,” has not saved 
Sweden. The luckless Swedes are 
now surrounded on three sides by 
armed Nazi divisions. Their coun- 
try is shot through with Hitler 
Nazi “businessmen” and 
Nazi Gestapo spies. No Swede can 
resist the demands of Nazi repre- 
sentatives and hope either to keep 
his position or to make any real 
business profits. Very few Swedes 
today can call their souls their 
own. They are completely under 
the heel of Hitler. Swedish “inde- 
pendence” is a hollow sepulcher. 
Sweden will be swallowed up grad- 
ually, at the whims or convenience 
of the new masters of Europe.

holm assures me there is a great 
bandwagon rush toward “realism” 


among Swedish leaders today 
“Realism” means playing partners 
with Nazi gangsterism. It means 


compromise with terrorism, 


resignation to fear, abjection be- 
fore brutality and a way of life 
based upon falsehoods, abdication 
to the lowest instincts and prac- 
tices of human beings. Yet there 
now remains scarcely any other 
alternative for the Swedes—unless 
they want to be martyrs. If they 
had been made of that kind of 
stuff, how could they have waited 
so long? 


NOT PLEASANT PICTURE 

In brief outline, this is the 
tragedy of the Scandinavian peo- 
ples. I have summarized it without 
emotion and with all the restraint 
that the facts will permit, The pic- 
ture of Sweden is not a pleasant 
one, but I did not paint it. It has 


been painted by Swedish actions 
and words. You can uderstand 
how it happened. You can pity 


the Swedes—but that sentiment is 
one of the saddest things on earth 
to be forced to feel toward any 
people. This is why I would rather 
not return there for a long time. 
It would be too unbearably sad. 

Nevertheless, if there is a great 
and overwhelmingly important 
lesson for Americans anywhere 
in Europe today, it is to be found 
among the shades of the Vikings 
and in the torturing twilight of 
the Scandinavian countries. Some 
day they will haye another dawn 
—provided they learn by bitter 
experience and provided they 
come to believe that dawn ts 
something worth fighting for. 
Some day—provided Britain is 
not permitted to go down, 

But the Norwegians and the 
Swedes are not far away from the 


American people. They are very 
much like us in many respects 
They honestly believed they could 


remain free, alone and a!! by them- 
selves. They liked to think that) 
their favorable geographic position 
had protected them from invasion 
for over 100 years, and therefore it 
would protect them just as ade- 
quately in an era when airplanes 
have made ponds out of both the 


The Scandinavians believed 
whole-heartedly in material well- 
being, in social insurance and sens- 
ible labor laws and public hygiene 
They believed in clean bodies, and 
forgot about fighting hearls—-or 
made that item entirely secondary 
in their education

You cannot keep “realism” or 
“being sensible’ or “adjustment to 


the new eva” out 
regardless of its size, with 60-ton 
tanks—even a million of them. You 
cannot bar treason with 16-inch 
guns or with thousands of flying 
fortresses. Sweden's frontiers are 
still technically inviolate, yet she 
now has parliamentary government 
only by sufferance. One of these 
days that too will disappear, fall- 
ing to earth with the empty shell 
of what was once Scandinavian 
freedom, The Swedes played it 
safe—or did they play directly into 
the hands of the expert propagand- 
ist poisoners of Hitler, Goebbels, 
and Himmler? 

GOT SELF-SATI VIED 

The Scandinavians had a great 
and splendid idea, the idea of free 
and progressive democracy. They 
showed what liberal parliamentary 
government could do for the ma- 
terial well-being of their citizens 
Rut they got self-satisfied and 
somewhat fleshy They were very 
human. They forgot that an idea, 
if it is great, must be worth living 
for and worth dying for.

Always noted for their ingenious 
ideas, American women, aided by 
American children, from Los An- 
geles to New York, are turning their 


attention to piling up comforts for 
shelter-dwellers, air raid victims 
and Britain’s homeless. Ships filled 
with clothing and medical supplies 
are a high mark of their effort 

From Boston British Wart Relief 
Society comes the story of an ap- 
peal for mats, rugs and small bed- 
side comforts to be used in wom- 
en's billets of army territorial ser- 
vices. Through the Boston repre- 
sentative in London, this suggestion 
came from Queen Elizabeth her- 
self when asked whet Boston could 
do 

“Women are called out of their 
beds to answer alarms and service 
calls constantly,” said the Queen's 
message. “These rugs would pro- 
vide a bit of cheer and comfort for 
them and cut down the number of 
colds from sudden chills.” 

Tickets for the British war relief 
ball, organized for Feb. 20 in Boston, 
sold fast. Everything was donated, 
from invitation printing to prizes, 
food and flowers: Boys and girls in 
historic London costumes sold flow 
ers and articles donated to swell the 
fund. 


GOTHAM'S EFFORT 

“Young America Wants to Help” 
is a New York organization of chil- 
dren under the direction of Mrs. 
Kermit Roosevelt. Valentines in the 


shape of warm baby clothing, over- 
coats and medical supplies were 
bought through their efforts to be 
shipped abroad to British babies 

Girls in 37 New York public and 
high schools are sewing for Britain. 
They have already forwarded more 
than 2,000 garments through the 
American Red Cross, the material 
being supplied this organization 

Garments include dresses, night- 
gowns, panties and slips. They cre 
made for chcildren from six to 
e'ght years old. In one schoo] small 
girls crocheted 10 woolen afghans 
which now are in use in London 
shelters. Another high schoo] made 
50, six by four feet in size. A third 
group made 350 woolen coat dresses 
which were sent to England as a 
Christmas present and more aie on 
the way.

}funds in many cities and towns. 
| Dover (Hell’s Corner), England, has 
| been adopted by Dover, Mass., and 
thousands of dollars sent to aid the 
victims of air raids and long range 
shelling 

But there are more than 2,000 
such “namesakes” in the United 
States and most of them are busy 
raising funds. In one city represent- 
atives from more than 30 such funds 
met for lunch and the monies rais- 
ed were cabled to England at the 
end of the meal. Among them were 
represented Ipswich, Newark, Au- 
napolis, Norfold, Lynn, Greenwich 
and Cambridge.

| Your Figure, Madame!

Washing baby's diapers is an 
all-important ceremony of the 
first year, and failure to care for 
them properly may cause the baby 
to suffer unnecessary pena'ties, 
Strong soaps left in diapers may 
cause the buttocks to become very 
red afd sore and baby will be 
miserable and cranky because of 
this. 

Using soiled diapers again is un-| 
wise, though diapers which have 
been wet may be rinsed and used 
again if there are obviously no ill 
results of such a practise 

When the diaper is removed, rinse 
out any soil in the toilet and put it 
to soak in a pail of solution made 
Of one tablespoon of vinegar and 
One quart of water. Put the wet 
ones in the same solution 
Each morning (or every second 
morning. if there are diapers) 
enough) put them in a washing! 
machine with a hot suds made of 
mild soaps or soap flakes or pow-| 
ders. Wash them well, rinse twice 
and then put them outdoors to dry 
When they cannot be dried outdoors 
rinse them the second time in boric- 
acid water made with about one} 
tablespoon of boric acid solution to| 
One quart of water. Rinse them out 
of this solution and let it dry on 
them. Once or twice a week boil 
all the diapers well 

When the diapers have not been 
so treated and the baby's buttocks 
have grown red and chapped, try 
the following method of soothing 
them. One of my readers, Mrs. D. 
L, P., found it in an old “baby” book 
and says it has proved more suc- 
cessful than any ointment or powder 
she ever has used. She writes in| 
explanation: “I simply expose the 
bare buttocks to the direct rays of} 
the sunlight for a few moments, 
timed by the clock. In winter, or 
on cloudy days, I use an ordinary 
electric-light globe on an extension 
cord and hold it a few inches from 
the baby’s skin. This does almosi 
as well. In just a few minutes the 
skin begins to lose some of its red 
look and it appears to be drier 

“Of course the underlying cause 
of the redness must be corrected but) 
the above treatment does give! 
prompt temporary relief and pro- 
motes healing.” 

This is splendid and would be a 
good treatment when improperly 
washed diapers were the cause of 
the redness. When the cause is an 
unbalanced diet, or lack of suffici- 
ent fluid, then these must be cor- 
rected before any loca] treatment 
can give permanent relief

An ounce of sugar and an 
ounce of butter weigh the same, but 
the sugar counts 113 calories and 
the butter 218. You can reduce fast- 
er by cutting fats to the minimum. 
Fat does supply one food essential, 
however—butter is high in Vitamin 
A, and this must be replaced. This 
can be done by supplementing the
